Many specialists in Soviet affairs believe that the most important 
front in the Cold War is the Battle of the Books. In scores of uncommitted 
countries the thirst for knowledge and the urge to become literate is almost 


beyond calculation. 


Untold millions of children are going to school for the first time — 
under a tree, in an old mud hut, or in a new modern school building. As 
they become literate they want something to read — and the Communist 
world is meeting this need on a scale far beyond anything offered by the 


free West. 


With almost military precision the 
Russians and Red Chinese provide 
books and literature with the Com- 
munist point of view. The current 
Red book campaign is fully as mas- 
sive and urgently promoted as their 
military efforts. Since it is less visi- 
ble and less dramatic, we hear little 
of it and the West does little to meet 
the challenge. 

But the Red book campaign is so 
successful that today Lenin is the 
most widely translated author 
throughout the world. The Holy 
Bible has been pushed into second 
place. We can take slight solace 
even in that fact since the third most 


widely translated author is Stalin. 
He is followed in popularity by Gor- 
ki and other popular Soviet writers. 

The Communists consider their 
books as “paper bullets” and are 
producing about 3,600 million vol- 
umes a year. The total for the U.S. 
Information Agency (by far the 
largest comparable effort in the 
West) was last year just short of five 
million. The Reds thus put 720 
times more effort and resources into 
winning the minds of men than does 
the Christian capitalist West. The 
mountains of Communist books are 
distributed throughout the world by

CRISIS IN FREEDOM 

HE bold demands that Federal aid to education include parochial 

schools has brought a fresh shock of apprehension to millions of 
Protestants, many of whom voted for Kennedy — and to many intelligent 
liberal Catholics. Although President Kennedy has repeatedly stated 
that he believes Federal aid for parochial schools is unconstitutional and 
contrary to the American principle of separation of church and state, 
spokesmen for the Catholic hierarchy have continued their attacks on the 
President, since the initial ill-tempered outburst of Cardinal Spellman in 
January. 


IT HAS BEEN MADE CLEAR by Bishop L. J. Shehan, chair- 
man of the Department of Education of the National Catholic Welfare 
Conference, that the church would put pressure on Catholic Congressmen 
to press this issue on a long-term basis. The hierarchy propaganda now 
flooding Catholic communities charges that if Federal aid does not include 
parochial schools, then Catholic parents were being robbed of their Con- 
stitutional rights to choose the kind of education they wish for their chil- 
dren. Protestant spokesmen counter that the public schools are open to 
Catholic children and that it is the Catholic Church itself that creates the 
pressure to force Catholic children into parochial schools. No one is de- 
priving them of freedom of choice except the Catholic Church itself. 


THE SUPREME COURT’S UNANIMOUS OPINION in the 1947 Everson case will be the 
key consideration. The Court, in interpreting the Constitution (that ‘‘Congress shall make no law 
respecting the establishment of religion or prohibit the free exercise thereof’), made the 
following pronouncement: “‘Neither a state nor the Federal Government may set up a church. 
Neither can pass laws which aid one religion, aid all religions or prefer one over another. 
Neither can force or influence a person to go to or to remain away from church .. . No tax 
in any amount... can be levied to support any religious activities or institutions, whatever 
they may be called or whatever form they may adopt to teach or practice religion. Neither 
state nor Federal Government can, openly or secretly, participate in the affairs of any religious 
organization or group or vice versa.” 


WHAT IS BEHIND THIS DRIVE? Informed educators state that 
the Catholic educational system is severely overextended with thousands 
of obsolete, over-crowded, inadequate buildings; that it is plagued with 
teacher shortages (poorly trained teaching nuns are often imported from 
Europe). Thus it will be increasingly impossible for parochial education 
to keep up with the standards of public education — if there is a pro- 


“nounced advance in public education. Since Catholic communities do not 


support the church schools very well, the hierarchy finds its position rather 
desperate; their only recourse is to demand that Federal funds be made 
available for their schools. 

WHEN CARDINAL SPELLMAN ACCUSED KENNEDY of 
discrimination against all children who go to church schools, including 
Lutherans, Baptists, Catholics or Jews, many of these groups protested. 
The Jewish leaders promptly replied, “We deem the maintenance of Jewish 
religion as a responsibility of the Jewish community; the burden should 
not be imposed on the American taxpayer.” The director of the Lutheran 
educational office, which operates the biggest system of Protestant ele- 
mentary schools, retorted, “Let Spellman speak for himself. He does not 
speak for the Lutherans.” The Baptists and other Protestant spokesmen 
declared that “The use of public treasury for any sectarian purpose is a 
violation of a basic liberty essential to our American heritage, for it em- 
ploys the power of government in coercing citizens to support religious 
objectives which they cannot conscientiously approve. The objective of the 
hierarchy is to compel Protestants, Jews and others to support a wholly 
controlled function of the Roman Catholic Church, which is its own edu- 
cation.” Protestant leaders cite the record that parochial schools in tra- 
ditional Roman Catholic countries are all supported by the state, although 
the state is denied the right to govern the nature of the education within 
such schools.

A TEMPORARY COMPROMISE SOLUTION will probably be 
found in legislation permitting long-term, low interest Federal loans to 
parochial schools for construction, renovation and repair of school facili- 
ties. In fact Catholic Congressmen are already carrying on a drive in the 
House cloak rooms along this line. The hierarchy is exerting great pressure 
on Protestant Congressmen by stirring up the legislators’ constitutencies 
at home. Protestants will need to counter such pressure vigorously. There 
may be no way to counter the tremendous pressure that can be built up 
through many public avenues open to manipulation by the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy. The hierarchy will base its strongest appeal on the claim that, 
if parochial schools did not exist, the state and Federal Governments 
would have to assume a much greater educational burden. Thus the Rom- 
an Church asserts its right to some tax support. 

THE CRUX here, however, is that the Catholic Church will never 
permit any state or municipal regulation over the quality and nature of 
education in the parochial schools. And the Vatican meanwhile would 
continue to promulgate its doctrine in U.S. schools, that the Roman Church, 
as the only authentic source of moral law and truth, should dominate all 
education everywhere, a condition enforced by the church wherever and 
to whatever extent it is able to do so— as may be witnessed in Spain, 
Italy, France, Latin America. It is for this reason that the Supreme Court 
warned (in the decision cited above) that “No tax in any amount.... 
can be levied to support any religious activities or institution whatever 
they may be called, whatever form they adopt, to teach or practice a 
religion.” 

DURING THE PRESIDENTIAL CAMPAIGN we discussed 
John Kennedy’s relationship with the Roman Church —as a representa- 
tive of the liberal movement among Catholic laymen. We cited evidences 
of this liberalism —(the declaration of the 165 distinguished Catholic 
laymen emphatically endorsing the separation of church and state; and 
the survey of Roman Catholic doctors of whom 59 per cent endorsed the 
use of birth control therapy, contrary to the teachings of their church). 
We urged that Protestants no longer be indiscriminately “anti-Catholic” 
but that they recognize these progressive movements and support this 
liberalism as the most effective way of combatting Catholic feudalism. 


THERE ARE TWO PREVAILING OPINIONS about President 
Kennedy’s personal views: The first: that he is just a shrewd politician and 
fits his convictions to the dimensions of the political situation. It is true 
that, when he was a Representative from the 11th Congressional District 
in Massachusetts, he was a leading proponent of Federal aid for parochial 
schools — he had to be for his District was about 75 per cent Catholic 
with most of its children in parochial schools. But his position changed 
when he became a Senator and a contender for the Presidency and found 
himself associated with a much wider constituency. While seeking the 
Presidency, he emphasized the view that, whatever one’s personal opinion, 
the fact is clear that the Constitution forbids Federal aid to church schools. 

The second opinion, which is held by Protestants who have been 
closely associated with Kennedy, is that he is strongly liberal in his per- 
sonal views, has been an indifferent church goer and has even been anti- 
clerical where the hierarchy has sought to impose its thinking. Having 
been educated in Protestant-founded schools (Choate and Harvard), he 
is thoroughly familiar with the history of the Roman Catholic tyranny in 
the past and present. This Newsletter is inclined to accept hopefully these 
convictions about Kennedy expressed by his close friends who are both 
Protestant and Jewish. 

CONSERVATIVES, WHO CHARGE that Federal aid to educa- 
tion is unconstitutional and would bring public education under Federal 
control, ignore the fact that Federal aid to education is as old as the Re- 
public. Walter Lippmann points out that in 1785 legislation was passed 
providing that public lands should be granted by the national Government 
for the benefit of schools. From that time on, Federal resources have been 
used in a variety of ways to further education with no effort on the part of 
the national leaders to control education. 


POLITICS AND MILITARY POLICY 


HAT are President Kennedy’s true feelings about disarmament and 

W coexistence? During the campaign, as a candidate, he pledged 

greater efforts at disarmament to win those whose chief concern was 

peace; at the same time, he promised to spend more on missiles! In all 

fairness, politics being what it is, he had to do this to hold the support of 

the powerful military-industrial bloc, without whose backing no candidate 
could win. 

ONCE IN THE WHITE HOUSE, the President has had to deal 

first of all with the hot debate between the Air Force, Navy, Army chiefs

a barely visible but highly efficient 
mechanism; in Russia the publishing 
organization is the Mezhdunarod- 
naya Kniga; and in Red China, the 
Guozi Shudian. These phrases mean 
“International Bookstores” of which 
there are thousands in the neutral 
world and many in the West. 

These books are not the shabby 
tracts on Marxism that we might 
expect, but are beautifully printed, 
handsomely bound volumes. And 
they are not all devoted to Marxist- 
Leninist politics. Eugene Burdick, 
professor of political science at the 
University of California, reports 
that Huckleberry Finn and the 
works of Jack London are lined up 
alongside excellent studies on medi- 
cine, art, physics and engineering 
and many other subjects. Yet nearly 
all of these texts are carefully im- 
pregnated by Communist teachings. 

There is also a whole range of 
books designed for primary school 
children — textbooks furnished free 
from the kindergarten to the high 
school age, with an attractive view 
of the world for the expanding mind 
as it might be seen through Com- 
munist spectacles. A village com- 
munity in Africa or Latin America, 
hard pressed to provide text books, 
finds these texts very useful and, by 
using them, is able to concentrate its 
limited funds on securing more 
teachers. The West is producing 
nothing to meet this strategic thrust 
on the village level. 

The Communists subsidize non- 
Communist publishers in almost all 
neutral areas. That is, a young 
printer may get funds from the In- 
ternational Bookstore to start a print 
shop. They will even provide him 
with contracts to keep his presses 
going while he may work up other 
business in the local community. 
Whether he is a Communist or not, 
he is deeply committed to them for 
their interest and support of his 
business venture. The chances are 
they will succeed in poisoning his 
mind against “Western imperialism” 
while they create an acceptance of 
many of the Communist teachings. 

The U.S. Information Agency, 
our Government’s only answer to 
this onslaught, is not unaware of the 
powerful strides the Communist 
bloc is taking in these areas. But the 
USIA is constantly subject to the 
hatchet work of Congressmen whose 
own illiteracy or lack of understand- 
ing of the Communist problem in 
its true dimensions continually pre- 
vents this agency from making an 
adequate approach to the problem. 
The USIA is caught between the 
awful pressures of public apathy and 
Congressional criticism. Millions go 
for wasteful military spending while 
our Battle of Books is neglected. 
Great areas of the world will most 
certainly be won to communism 
through Red literacy infiltration. 


A Veteran’s Vision 


Joseph Polowsky, now a citizen 
of Chicago, was one of the Ameri- 
can GIs who first met the Soviet 
armies under unforgettably moving 
circumstances 15 years ago during 
the battle of Berlin on the hallowed, 
blood-soaked ground at the Elbe 
River. At that time Russia and the 
U.S. were allies. The GIs and Rus- 
sian troops, having fought together 
through many long hard months in 
driving the mutual foe back to his 
homeland, felt at the time of their 
first meeting that their encounter 
symbolized their common cause. 


As the U.S.-Russian alliance 
broke up and the cold war began, 
veteran Joe Polowsky could not for- 
get the dreams he shared at the Elbe 
River. Years after the war he man- 
aged to secure the names of some 
of the Russian soldiers whom he had 
met at the Elbe River and corre- 
sponded with them. 

After the first anniversary reunion 
in 1955, Joe Polowsky began to 
make plans for another anniversary 
meeting of the veterans of the Elbe 
to meet on that historic spot on 
April 25, 1961. Joe has sent out 
word through every channel within 
his reach, inviting former Gls, es- 
pecially those who were in the 
Army that joined the Russians at the 
Elbe River, to join him at Torgau, 
the German City near the juncture 
where the armies made their historic 
meeting. Joe’s announcement reads: 
“A call to 15 American World War 
Il Veterans, whose idealism, opti- 
mism and high resolve of wartime 
days is not dead, to step forward 
and join in a visit, a pilgrimage to 
Torgau on Tuesday, April 25, to 
honor the 16th anniversary of the 
World War II forces at the Elbe 
River, and that we may keep alive 
the memory and idealism of our 
young men who fell along the way 
and help assure that their sacrifices 
were not in vain. .... Please let 
me hear as soon as possible from 
those veterans who would like to 
join me in the pilgrimage to Torgau, 
and those other Americans who 
might regard the idea of the visit 
with sympathy and would like to 
help in some manner to make it a 
success.” Those interested can get in 
touch with Joseph Polowsky, 4126 
Sheridan Rd., Chicago 13, IIl. 


The Arms of Friendship 


...1S another group that has been 
set up to carry forward on a 
sound, organizational basis the work 
of strengthening friendly contacts 
between American and _ Russian 
World War II veterans, especially 
on an exchange-visit basis in the 
two countries. Several distinguished 
American leaders, both military and 
civilian, have given the new organi- 
zation their support and leadership.

over atomic strategy. The latter accuse the Air Force of gross over-pro- 
duction of large caliber atomic weapons which can only deliver massive 
destruction and aimless slaughter in wasteful “over-kill” capacities, while 
offering little strategic advantage. Army-Navy men feel that more atten- 
tion should be given to arsenals of limited caliber that can annihilate 
military targets with precision, leaving some room for constructive tactics 
that could win over the populations under tyranny when the power of the 
tyrants to make war has been destroyed. Even aside from the moral issue, 
this would leave war with some purpose — rather than simply being a 
blind suicidal fury of intercontinental destruction. For that is all the present 
U.S. airborne-missile strategy can offer. Actually, Army-Navy leaders are 
emphasizing the fact — which the Air Force and many others still will not 
face — that the old deterrence policy of massive retaliation has become 
meaningless, now that Russia can match us weapon for weapon. 


A COMPROMISE between those two tactical concepts is shaping 
up under the President’s leadership. His policy permits the Air Force to 
push on with advanced missile development; it has also been permitted to 
increase the number of bomb-laden B-52s on the ever-ready airborne alert, 
a pet Air Force theme. The go-ahead has been given the Navy to enlarge 
the Polaris submarine fleet which offers secret swift retaliatory power that 
cannot be wiped out in a sudden attack and lessens the need of oversea 
Air Force bases, some of which will be dismounted, despite strong Penta- 
gon opposition. In the meantime, the Army is being assured increased 
appropriations for preparation against the Korean type of brush wars. So, 
to some degree at least, everybody is happy . . . . a successful candidate’s 
dream. We should recognize, however, that the President is curbing the 
extremists at important points, such as no more reconnaissance flights 
over or near Soviet territory, no more threatening speeches by U.S. mil- 
itary chiefs or other Government officials. 


DITCHING DISARMAMENT 


ISARMAMENT is still a professed goal of U.S. policy, and the Pres- 
D ident has authorized far more scientific study and preparation for 
disarmament negotiations than were ever undertaken under the Eisen- 
hower regime. But an influential group in the Pentagon and the Atomic 
Energy Commission, while continuing to give lip service to disarmament, 
are actually working towards an opposite goal — the perpetuation of the 
present arms balance of power under some kind of an “international arms- 
control system.” This switch in policy is much in evidence in many of the 
official and semi-official military surveys which have been made public 
during recent months by the military research organizations. 


THIS NEW MILITARY PHILOSOPHY arises from the fact that, 
as stated above, the U.S. massive retaliation and deterrence policy has 
come to naught now that the Soviet also possesses the means for massive 
retaliation and deterrence. Tactical discussions now center on who can 
wipe out whom the quickest, and how much “survival” striking power 
each would have after the first devastating blows, to finish off what life 
and civilization there is left in either the U.S. or Russia. The arms manu- 
facturing tycoons, and many military and political figures whose careers 
are involved, don’t put it in these plain layman’s terms, but this is exactly 
what they are talking about underneath the military gobbledegook. Pen- 
tagon and AEC strategists openly concede this futility and are pushing for 
“international controls” so this arms race into nowhere can at least be 
stabilized. 

BUT MOST IMPORTANT OF ALL, this theme of arms-control

rals are in this list. Arms of Friend- 
ship is fostering the formation of a 
similar organization among Russian 
veterans, so that “We may look for- 
ward to being a service to Soviet 
travelers in this country, especially 
to Russian veterans who might visit 
our shores. By so doing we can help 
increase the mutual understanding 
and friendship which has been lack- 
ing for so long between our coun- 
tries. We cooperated so splendidly 
in war, why can’t we do it in peace? 
Certainly this would be a step ahead 
on the road to lasting peace.” 

A group of American veterans 
visiting Russia in the Spring of 1959, 
when this organization was first set 
up, was received for one and one- 
half hours by Premier Khrushchev 
in Moscow. The Arms of Friendship 
leaders are doing all possible to en- 
courage Soviet World War II vet- 
erans to visit the United States to 
observe the American way of life 
and meet with American World War 
II veterans and their families.

The American Way 

U. S. boys and girls are weaker 
than the youth of other nations in 
terms of physical fitness, according 
to the American Assn. for Health 
Research, which released a com- 
parison of U. S. youth with those 
of England, Scotland, Wales and 
Cyprus. As in previous comparisons 
with youth of Japan, the Health 
Assn. found that children between 
10 and 17 years in this country lag 
behind in almost every area of phys- 
ical fitness. British girls are 23 per 
cent stronger and more able to en- 
dure physical tests than American 
girls, and in the 10 to 13 year age 
bracket British girls even outscore 
U. S. boys of the same age in en- 
durance tests! In over-all tests Brit- 
ish boys scored 14 per cent higher 
than American boys; the gap would 
have been 20 per cent but for the 
skill of American boys in throwing 
because of the popularity of base- 
ball here. 

No doubt these findings will be 
given wide publicity, but will the 
reports in magazines and newspapers 
be honest about the causes of this 
deficiency in our American youth 
health? One important contributary 
element is that much of the food 
Americans eat has gone through de- 
vitalizing processes in order to make 
it easier and more profitable to dis- 
tribute via elaborate, eye-catching 
packaging. And the extravagant use 
of automobiles in America has de- 
stroyed the basic walking habits of 
the people, which is the most fun- 
damental and natural exercise to 
build a good body. All this, plus 
the substitute of TV viewing for 
outdoor play. 


Operation Doublecross 


Controversy spreads across the 
country over two films on commu- 
nism. One is the production by the 
House Un-American Activities 
Committee, “Operation Abolition.” 
This film purports to be a “docu- 
mentary” on “Communist inspired 
mob violence among California stu- 
dents” at the time the Committee 
held a hearing in San Francisco. 
Does the film tell the truth? Com- 
mittee representatives have admitted 
publicly that the film has inaccura- 
cies and distortions. Here are the 
facts: 

The Un-American Activities 
Committee held hearings in 1959 
in San Francisco where they had 
subpoenaed a number of educators 
whom the Committee charged with 
being either former Communists or 
guilty of “Communist association.” 
A storm of protest arose over the 
Committee’s unfair methods in pub- 
lishing the names of well-known and 
respected teachers with the usual im- 
plications of guilt, without giving 
the victims a chance to defend them- 
selves or face their accusers. Because 
of the protests, the Committee quick- 
ly closed the hearings and returned 
to Washington. 


In May, 1960, the Committee 
called a new hearing and a crowd 
of students from California colleges 
and universities picketed the Com- 
mittee hearings in protest over the 
“un-American” and un-democratic 
methods that had characterized the 
previous Committee hearings. Uni- 
versity officials who were present 
report that the students wore iden- 
tifying armbands to prevent infiltra- 
tion of any outsiders into their ranks 
—including the few Communists 
who were on hand. The students had 
also coached one another to prevent 
violence and not to be stampeded 
into abusive or noisy behavior by 
any subversive person who might 
attempt to infiltrate their ranks. But 
when the students were provoked 
beyond what they felt was fair and 
reasonable by abusive Committee 
Officials and the police who tried to 
drive them out, the students did be- 
come disorderly and unruly. The 
police turned fire hoses on them, 
literally washing them out of the 
premises by the force of the water. 

The House Committee had sub- 
poenaed the TV films of this dem- 
onstration, which had been taken by 
local TV stations. These films were 
cut, edited and spliced into the 
movie “Operation Abolition” by a 
private commercial concern which 
is doing a profitable business in rent- 
ing the film for showing to various 
organizations. The movie endeavors 
to demonstrate how the students 
were inspired and led by the Com- 
munists. This is hotly denied by all 
the students and responsible ob- 
servers, including the judge of the 
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Operation Doublecross 


court which tried them for disorder- 
ly conduct. 


The Communists who are pictured 
had been subpoenaed by the Com- 
mittee. They did try to take advan- 
tage of the situation, but the film 
distorts the sequence and presents 
the entire scene in a dishonest and 
unfair manner, according to such 
authoritative publications as the San 
Francisco Chronicle, the Washing- 
ton D. C. Post, the Minneapolis 
Star, the N.Y. Times, the St. Louis 
Post Dispatch and the Christian 
Century. The film has prompted 
Gov. Nelson of Wisconsin to say, 
“In my opinion, the actions of this 
Committee have violated the Con- 
stitutional rights of freedom of 
speech and assembly.” (Milwaukee 
Journal, Jan. 31.) The Lockheed 
plants in California stopped the 
showing of the film because of the 
mounting protests from citizens and 
students from Southern California. 
In Illinois, a concerned citizen, hear- 
ing that the film “Operation Aboli- 
tion” was booked to be shown local- 
ly, wrote to the Christian Century 
for copies of their special reprint 
about the making of the film and its 
distortions. These copies were then 
sent to the School Board members 
and to other leading citizens. After 
discussing the situation, the School 
Board voted to forbid its exhibition 
on school property. (Reprints of the 
Christian Century’s special report on 
the film can be obtained from the 
Christian Century, 407 S. Dearborn 
St., Chicago 5, Il.) 


Distorted History 

“Communism On The Map,” a 
film strip which also purports to 
show how communism is sweeping 
the world, has brought many pro- 
tests from historians and educators 
“for its irresponsible mingling of 
fact and falsehoods, by its gross dis- 
tortion of historical events.” Some 
92 members of the faculty of the 
Univ. of Washington at Seattle pro- 
tested “As citizens concerned with 
our national security we deplore 
this attempt to demoralize us at 
home and divide us from our allies 
abroad . . . . Nowhere in this film 
is there a constructive analysis of 
the underlying nature of commun- 
ism. There is no reference to the 
social evils which breed it or any 
reason given for the powerful appeal 
to millions in Asia and Africa where 
poverty and exploitation are ramp- 
ant. Neither is there any attempt to 
suggest a constructive alternative in 
which these millions may be kept 
out of Communist control. All the 
film does is appeal to fear, suspicion 
and hatred. In showing commu- 
nism’s supposed gains, at one point 
it indicates that only four countries 
are outside the Red orbit, Formosa, 
West Germany, Switzerland and the 
USS. It is stated as a fact that there

are Communists in the Government 
of Canada, that even Spain and Por- 
tugal are said to be virtually under 
the control of Communists. These 
and other flagrant distortions of the 
truth make the film worthless as a 
historical document and dangerous 
as an example of the use of Hitler’s 
technique of the ‘big lie’.” We un- 
derstand that this film strip is now 
being shown in a modified and ab- 
breviated form, with the more ob- 
jectionable parts removed. Appar- 
ently the protests have borne fruit! 

There is real need for films that 
honestly and accurately show the 
way communism does attempt to 
infiltrate youth organizations, labor 
unions and educational groups. But 
must the immorality of Marxism — 
that the end justifies the means, no 
matter how evil—distort these 
visual reports? 


Education In India 


A new era for higher education 
in India has begun with the inaugu- 
ration of the first university in India 
where manual labor will be part of 
the curriculum. A serious problem 
in all Asia has been that those with 
higher education are thus removed 
from menial tasks and regard work 
with their hands as belittling. 

The Uttar Pradesh Agricultural 
University of North India is one 
place where the U.S. Government 
has stepped into the Cold War ef- 
fectively, for the project has been 
largely financed by U.S. funds and 
through technical assistance from 
the University of Illinois. This Uni- 
versity of North India will cater pri- 
marily to village boys and teach 
them scientific farming while they 
are studying science and the usual 
classical subjects. They will pioneer 
in experimental agriculture on a 
16,000 acre farm campus. 


Students will earn while they 
learn, working at instructive manual 
tasks around the farm while they 
acquire their college educations. The 
graduates thus will combat a fre- 
quent dilemma in India —a flood 
of would-be intellectuals equipped 
with college degrees but no ability 
to attempt any task involving manual 
labor. Then they are seldom quali- 
fied for anything better than small 
clerkships in the government.

is being sold to the public in the name of disarmament when it does not 
propose disarmament at all. The Pentagon and AEC strategists and the 
military-industrial leaders hope by this method to divert the growing public 
pressure for disarmament and to establish a system of arms regulations and 
control that will let defense contracts continue merrily. Seymour Melman, 
professor of Engineering at Columbia University and author of Inspection 
for Disarmament (Columbia Univ. Press, ’58), points out moreover that 
the courageous group of distinguished citizens, many in Government serv- 
ice, who have tried to promote and implement disarmament measures, 
have found themselves completely blocked by this new “arms-control” 
strategy. These friends of true disarmament have wearily concluded that 
it is useless now to oppose the powerful Pentagon and AEC strategists 
and propagandists and are resigned to accept arms control as the only pos- 
sible objective in sight. Dr. Melman furthermore points out (in The ‘Arms- 
Control’ Doctrine, the Nation, Feb. 11) that many U.S. officials fear and 
oppose disarmament because they fear it would “leave the U.S. naked” 
before the power of the Soviet intrigue. “These men have no explicit 
theory of society which they are prepared to match against Bolshevik 
doctrine, the sword is their only shield,” concludes Dr. Melman. Should 
we not ask how safe is our country under the leadership of men who have 
so little faith in democracy and our economic freedom, that they can only 
trust suicidal violence to defend it? (Saville Davis, managing editor of the 
Christian Science Monitor, has presented weighty and convincing evidence 
of the tenacity of this opposition to disarmament by Pentagon and AEC 
officials in the scholarly quarterly Daedalus, fall issue, ’60.) 


THIS SUBSTITUTION of an intricate system of arms-control 
for genuine disarmament puts the U.S. at a great disadvantage in the 
worldwide propaganda battle, as Khrushchev continues to hammer his 
new and effective theme, “We'll accept the complete U.S. arms inspection 
system if the U.S. will accept the Russian plan for complete disarmament.” 


BEFORE WE DESPAIR on disarmament, bear in mind the mo- 
mentous fact that the U.S. has in orbit Samos II, a pioneer model of a 
reconnaissance satellite with high-speed precision cameras designed to 
photograph any point on the earth. Samos II is circling the globe every 95 
minutes, passes over Russia and China seven times daily and is producing 
an endless sequence of negatives that will be as clear in detail as anything 
the human eye can see in 100 feet, one-third a city block. The Air Force 
also has Midas II in orbit whose infra-red sensors will instantly report the 
launching of missiles at great distances. Both of these satellites, infinitely 
more effective than the U-2 planes upon which reconnaissance depended 
this time last year, have already played key roles in appraising the U.S. of 
the Soviet’s recent spectacular space shots several days before Moscow 
announced them. While the military extremists in and out of uniform may 
buck all plans for disarmament, they cannot escape the era of enlighten- 
ment into which they are being dragged by the sciences they have made 
captive. 

Little is being said about these miracles in the sky, for such 
thoughts paralyze the traditional military mind. But scientists have advised 
us that we are rapidly approaching the day when no nation can mobilize 
for war to any degree without all the world’s knowing it. Any concentra- 
tion of men and materials, of trains, trucks, equipment and supplies, which 
war will always require, will be recognized instantly. There is reason to 
hope that these space developments will swamp the current arms control 
planning by the very international nature of space reconnaissance for:— 


LOBAL RECONNAISSANCE BELONGS TO THE UN by its very 

nature. There is much discussion in Washington over the possibility 
that President Kennedy will present a spectacular new disarmament in- 
spection plan to the UN, whereby the U.S. would provide the UN with a 
worldwide disarmament inspection system consisting of the Samos and 
Midas satellites. To strikingly demonstrate the effectiveness of such a 
system, the President would place before the UN hundreds of photos re- 
ceived from Samos since it was launched Jan. 31. The Russians would no 
doubt create a great uproar, charging aggressive spying — until they have 
perfected a similar system of their own and could regain prestige before 
sharing such a move. On the other hand, there is nothing to keep the UN 
from developing its own eye-in-the-sky satellites and setting up, under its 
own authority, such a world police system and inspection. This would 
enable the international body to detect and label an aggressor before he 
could ever get poised for an attack. All humanity would be instantly 
mobilized — morally and physically — against any overt act of war or 
military subversion, even such as that the Soviet is accused of committing 


in the Congo and Laos.
